pressive proportions. Perhaps you will.think from the price at which they are offered, that they must be cheap 
stock. That isa mistake that the seeds will correct for themselves when they bloom. We pay good prices for seed of 
extra quality and depend upon an economically conducted business and more of it, to enable us to offer them av the 
low prices at which we do, believing that most people would rather have thirty-three varieties of flowers at three cents, 
than twenty at five cents. In afew cases ordinary good mixtures are offered to meet the wants of those who do not 
care to pay for superior quality, but these cases are few and always noted. Even these mixtures are not “cheap” stock. 

We cannot afford to sell poor seed, and we realize the fact. | ; 

na While the seeds that we send out are all good and fresh, we cannot be responsible for their growing, as there areso 
many ways in which good seed may be destroyed. Sometimes a cold, wet spell comes after they are planted and the 
tender varieties rot.. Again, dry weather may follow sowing time, and the half sprouted seeds may dry up before appear 
ing above the ground. Sometimes tiny seeds that should be sown on the surface of finely sifted mould, are buried beneath’ 
half an inch of clods, and then the seedsman is blamed with selling poor seeds. 

Annuals generally may be planted as soon as the ground permits and the danger of frost is past, the more tender 
ones a little later, but hardy sorts like Poppies, Larkspurs and Sweet Peas as early as the ground can be worked. Some 
not quite hardy may be started in pots or boxes in the house, andtransplanted later. Keep the surface of the ground 
between plants well stirred with a hoe or rake, and don’t sprinkle in dry weather. If youcan thoroughly soak the ground 

rom four to eight inches deep, it will be a great benefit, but a mere surface sprinklingonly brings the roots to the top,

The Pansy of to-day isasplendid florist’s flower, and there are so 
many varieties offered that itis hard to tellwhat tochoose. I have 
attempted very carefully toselect distinct sorts that will please you 
in every respect, but if you want something really fine, try my Royal 
Prize mixture. To have good large flowers, the plants-must make a 
rapid, vigorous growth. To induce this give them avery rich, moist 
loam, and sow the seed very early in the spring, in a situation some- 
what shaded from thesun. If you wish large flowers in hot weather, 
you will have to supply them liberally with water. It would be bet- 
ter if the seed were sown earlier in the house, orin a hot-bed, then 
transplanted out of doors. Where the winters are not too cold, seed 
sown in September, and young plants wintered over in a cold frame, 
will produce many flowers during the winter, and make fine plants 
forearly spring blooming. Those living in the South, can grow fine 
Pansies all through the winter by planting them in a sheltered place,

The sudden popularity which this real old-fashioned 
flower has recently acquired is wonderful, but still not 
strange after all, for what is there that was ever grown 
more graceful in form and bearing, or more delicate in 
coloring, tosay nothing of itsrare perfume, Plant quan- 
tities of them—the seed is so cheap that you may have al] 
you wish—and let the overflowing beauty of your garden 
give pleasure to your friends and neighbors, and brighten 
up many a sick room. As to the much-discussed question 
of cultivation, let me suggest three things: Plant early, 
plant deep, and give them lots of water. Get them in the 
ground just as carly in the spring as the ground can possi- 
bly be worked, which in this latitude is generally before 
the middle of March. Plant them five or six inches deep, 
in rich soil, and give supports after they have attained a 
height of several inches. It is better to plant them even 
deeper than this, if the soilshould be dry and light, and 
this is often done by digging a trench several inches deep, 
and planting them two or three inches deep in the bottom 
of this, having first stirred the soil to as great a depth as 
possible, After the plants are above the ground, the soil 
may be filledinto the trench a littleata time, until the 
yround is again level, thus placing the roots six oreight 
nehes below the surface where they will keep compara- 
tively cool. In dry weather stir the soil and apply great 
quantities of water, sufficient to reach the bottom of the 
roots, once or twice a week. If these directions are care- 
fully followed, especially as to watering, you will have 
great numbers of large flowers way into August.

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If you have everseen a really fine Tuberous Begonia you need no worded description of their charms, but if sucha 
sight has never been among the pleasures of your life, let usask you tolook at the photo-engraying above whichis ex- 
actly life size, and Was made from a flower growing on a plant in our greenhouses. Justimagine it of the brightest and 
richest and softest rose color that you ever saw, the petals thick and waxy,and the surface glistening like satin in the 
sunlight. A large bed of luxuriant green foliage, sprinkled with hundreds of great flowers in every shade of red, scartet, 
crimson, pink, rose, blush, white, orange, copper, yellow, fawn, lemon and primrose is aspectacle that absolutely defies 
description. If you will take the trouble to grow them rightly they will give youthe greatest pleasure, and be a source of 
unbounded admiration to all Who see them. They require a rich, and very lightand porous soil, and should have quan- 
tities of water in dry weather. ‘The flowers will be larger and firer if they are protected from the hot afternoon sun. The 
single varieties usually have only four petals, but sometimes have six or seven, like the one illustrated above. Many of 
the double ones are as deeply imbricated as the best Hollyhock, and are exceedingly beautiful as cut fiewers, though the 
single ones are larger and better for bedding, sometimes reaching a diameter of six or seven inches or more. Do not fail 
to try at least a few this year. The tubers should be ordered early, before the middle of Aprilif possible, and started in 
pots of light soil in a warm place, and, if to be bedded out, transplanted after settled warm weather has arrived.
